■ the mass shooting at Columbine 
..High School, .hundreds of 
TCDlorffdahifgathere'd'batu'rday 
for a summit on youth violence 
and heard a relatively simple 
message from high school stu> 
dents: Parents should spend 
more time with their children 
and do a belter job of insiiUing 
values. 

"We need to attack the roots,” 
observed Estce Blatter, a 17- 
year-old who will be a senior at 
Columbine when school resumes 
in mid-August. "Our main prob- 
lem is arhome." 

Blatter was one of about two 
dozen Colorado high school stu- 
dents' who kicked off the day- 
long discussion oi suiooi safety 
and violence at the Metropolitan 
State College of Denver. 
Originally sdicdulcd for this fall 
biit moved up because of the 
AprinO assault at Columbine 
that left 15 dead, the summit 
drew local, slate and federal offi- 
cials, clergy, youth workers and 
various experts. But it was the 
children - many of them pro- 
foundly affected by what hap- 
pened at the school in Littleton - 
who seemed to best cut through 
the clutter and speak from the 
heart. 

.“Tlie reason I turned oui good 
is I was blessed with a mother 
who still built mo up regardless 
of what Ollier people thougltt of 
me," said Julian Gilbert, a young 
African American from Denver. 
“That’s what a lot of parents 
need lo do.”

Synagogue fires spark probe across West 


'• SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) - 
Federal agents, from across the 
West on Saturday hunted for the 
arsonists who torclicd Uircc syna- 
gogues and caused about $1 mil- 
lion in damages that included tlic 
loss of a 5,000-volume library.

Father’s Day of the millcnni- 
urn. It is an itnponant time for 
us to reflect on tlie history and 
future of faihcrliood. 
Traditionally, Father’s Day was a day 
(hat you honored your father for his 
unconditional love for you llirougli good 
and bad times- for always being tlicre 
emotionally, physic.'illy and Hnandally. 

Dad was the one wito tauglit you hoiv to 
tie your shoes, to ride a bicycle, to catcli 
a fish, to read - memories to clicrisli for a 
lifetime.

Sodety has changed considerably in 
the past 40 years. Women are in the 
workforce as never licfore, and men arc 
increasingly taking more active roles in 
diildrenring. But our family courts 
haven’t .seemed to notice the.<ic societal 
dianges, particularly with regard to cus- 
tody dedsions. lasiead, tliey adhere to an 
outdated. l%0s vision of tlic family, 
whldi identifies Mom as the “real” (e.g., 
custodial) parenmnd Dad as merely thc~ 
source of finandal su|ipori (c.g, the non- 
custodial parent or “visitor”). 

Court is where one would expect to 


find equity. Yet the courts arc where 
most divorced fathers discover that liicy 
have lost their riglits to liicir children. 
Tliis is particularly difficult on fathers 
who siiarcd in parental responsibilities 
during marriage. Nothing impacts a 
divordng father as deeply as hearing a 
judge relegate the liim from model 
fntJicr and citizen to visitor. 

Failicrs’ advocacy groups report tltat 
most failicrs want to liavc “shared par- 
eming" or "Joim custody” arrangements 

find out tltat tJicy would have a ^itcr 
chance of winning the lottery. To add 
insult to injury, many of these same 
fntlicrs complain tliat their ex-spouscs 
intcrtcre wiUi Qiclr 'roun-ordcrcU visitn- 
lion. Sometimes access to the children is 
denied altogether -with no relief from 
the court. 

In contrast to government’s involve- 
ment in child-support problems, there 
arc no state agendcs a father can go to 
when his visitation is denied. If you arc o 
mother and you don't get your court- 
ordered diild support. Slate agendas will 
go after the father and get the money. If 
you are a father who is experiencing dif- 
ficulty seeing your diildrcn, expect no 
help. 

- Many fathers thus become “Dead-bolt- 
cd Dads.” Tliough more and more child- 
development cxpcrt.sare recognizing 
that this “dead-bolting" is a form of diild 
abuse, judgc.s remain reluctant to gram 
relief. 

According to Drs. Joan Berlin Kelley 
and Judith WaUcrsicin in liicir book 


“Surviving the Breakup,” more tlian half 
of mothers reported they saw no rca.son ' 
for their ditldrcn to continue to have any 
contact witli tlicir father. Hie Cliildrcn’s 
Right Coundl, a Waslungton, D.C.-bascd 
advocacy group, estimates that 5,600,000 
children have their access to their non- 
custodial parent sabotaged by the custo- 
dial parent. * 

Sodety deplores fatlicr absence, yet 
wliat is iKing done to encourage father 
involvement? When the courts make Dod 
a weekend visitor, do nothing to protect . 
the rights of fathers who have continual 
visitation problems, and work with agen- 
dcs that seem only to be concerned 
about money, arc they helping diildrcn?

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - Cops 
don't often f;et requests for hugs. 

But recently, as an ofnccr. 
checked IDs and scattered loiter- 
ers outside a Salt Lake homeless" 
shelter, two little Rirls cmergt^ 
and demanded a cuddla 
After all, the woman in blue was

Hie girls belong to Salt Lake's 
only group of hornless Girl Scouts, 
nicknamed “Troop Blue" for the 
female offleers who arc th^ lead- 
ers. Tlie members, about 30 girls 
between the ages of 7 and 15, Ihr 
at the Salt Lake Community and 
Self Suffidimcy Center run by the 
Trat-elcrs’ Aid Society. 

And for them. Girl Scouts is a 
rare sltot at stability. 

“The kids arc always excited 
when they find adults who they 
think cm help them and m4w they:, 
can relate to. Their parents ore 
somewhat emotionally absent from 
their lives," said jenny 
Becksirand, a shelter employee 
and troop vnltmiccr. 

In tltc shelter, each family sleeps 
in a single room. They share a 
bathroom and kitchen with 30 
otheriamilies and cat at one of two 
communal tables. 

But wiilt the Scouts, the girls get 
a chance to practice for a diffcrcni 
life. For one recent projea, troop 
leaders held a dinic on manners 
and etiquette, then look the girls 
out to use what they liad learnt 
Until that evening, most of the 
girls had never been out to cat, 
said Beckstrand. But on tliis night a 
group of Westminster College stu- 
dents had used their extra dining 
credits to borrow a banquet hall 
and served the troop steaks on the 
sdiool's best diino. Ihcy loi-cd it 
“They used their napkins cor- 
rectly, said 'please' and 'tliank you* 
and asked lots of questions," 
Bcclcstrand said. “I think they had 
more fun getting ready to go. They 
fixed their hair special and did 
lltcir nails.”

Tho. release goes on to say that 
the Pork Service settled the cou- 
ple's complaint. Robinson and 
Bruno were reimbursed for some 
546,000 in lost pay and Hendricks 
was taken off the job for a month. 

“The Park Service’s decision 
should send a dear message to its 
employees that there’s a price to 
be paid for retaliating against 
whistleblowers,” said OSC attor- 
ney Elaine Kaplan. 

Park Service officials say 
Hendricks deserves a second 
chance after 20 years of experi- 
ence as a supervisor.

a direction his supporters and 
friends arc delighted with,” 
Emma Aichley, llic foundation’s 
vice president, said Friday. 

Although the board voted 7-1 
to endorse the idea of the supple- 
ment, it asked the foundation to 
work with board office employ- 
ees to draft a propo.<ial lo bring to 
’ the board's next meeting. 

“The whole concept is public 
institutions becoming more pri- 
vate and private institutions 
becoming more public," board 
member Tom Dillon said. 

Dillon asked the foundation to 
provide a statement releasing die 
-iroard from liability if it chose at 
some time to fire Hoover. He also 


wants the group to determine the 
value of the complete package 
and sec if similar deals are being 
offered in otlier state.s. 

Also on Friday, the board 
approved a five-year comrlict for 
University of Idaho head football 
coach Chris Tormey, in tvhidi he 
would make more than $139,000 
a year in salary and endorse- 
ments. 

The board also approved a 
four-year contract for head men’s 
basketball coach C. David Farrar 
of more than $125,000 a year. 

Dillon said the new salaries arc 
on par with median salaries for 
- coaches in Division I football and— 
basketball. 


Benewah County rallies to keep hospital open 


ST. MARIES (AP) - Camillc 
Scott thought Benewah 
Community Hospital stood no 
chance of surviving when she 
bccninc chief executive officer.

Vdluntccrs even have raised 


more than $350,000 for equip- 
ment. 

*Tm a hometown girl. It’s real 
important to me," said Francie 
Waltcrs, a recently retired nurse 
at the hospital and head of the 
BcttcrCarc fund-raising commit- 
tee. 

Hospital officials have been 
wholeheartedly cultivating such 
personal relationships tvith local 
residents. Doctors and oUicr staff 
play softball in the city league. 
Hjgji scliool students arc enlisted 
to write n safe camping book for 
little kids. The hospital cospon- 
sors n bus that takes senior citi-

Scott also has worked to keep 
patients whenever possible from 
going to Cocur d’Alene or 
Spokane, Wash., for treatment. 

“We’re not letting anybody get

Bicycle racer has faced 
tougher challenges before 


BOISE (AP) - Scared lungs, 

— burstuig fronrpcdaling-up a-gru-— 
cling 4,000-foot hill dimb, don't 
bother Tracey Gaudry. Neither 
do thighs wracked with pain 
after 100-plus miles over the 
idahodesert. 

These things arc nothing when _ 
you’ve.spcnt two years with your ' 
insides ravaged by chemothera- 
py- 

That’s the legacy the 29-year- 
old Australian brought to the 
1999 Hewlett-Packard LaserJet 
Women's Ch^enge. 

She's a tough woman embark- 
ing on what’s acknowledged to 
be tbe toughest road race, in 
North America - for men or 
women. 

The 693-mile, 12-day race ends 
today. It has seen Gaudry and the 
others climb 13,870 feet in pur- 
suit of $125.000, the richest road- 
racing ptirse in North America. 

Gaudry made herself a con- 
tender by overcoming seemingly 
impossible obstadcs to win the 
difficult Montreal World Cup cir- 
cuit in Canada She overcame the 
heat, despite suffering jet lag 
from flying from the Tour dc 
Bretagne stage race in France, 
where she finished fourth. 

Sie arrived in Montreal just 14 
hours before race dmc. ’ 

Given that, the Women’i 
rhan«-np» figur«i to be a breeze, 
especially considering that she 
got to Boise a week before the 
race. 

"It’s the best race in the 
world,” Gaudry said. It’s so well 
organized. We know we’re going 


to have clean showers in hotel 
-rooms.-In-France,-westayed-in — 
school halls with no showers. And 
wc had to make up our own 
beds." 

Of course, Gaudry is happy to 
be anywhere, ^ven the odds siic 
faced 10 years ago. 

She was a college student 
heading into final exams when 
she started experiendng extreme 
fatigue. She dso noticed a lump 
on her neck that hadn’t been 
there a few montlis earlier. 

By the time exams. came 
around, she was wracked with 
back pain. Her rig cage felt like it . 
was being crushed. , 

Two days after exams, she was . • 
in surgery, being treated for i 
leukemia. 

Doaors gave her a 25-percent 
chance of making it. As a student 
statistician, she knew what that 
meant better than anyone. But 
she was determined to beat the 
disease. 

”lt was the most horrific 
change in life anyone could 
expect, but in my mind, I was 
going to make it. I figured, 'It'll 
take two years out of my life, and 
that’s not fair. But I will beat this 
and go on.“’ 

Gaudry spent a montli in isola- 
tion, waving at family and 
friends from behind the windows 
of her room. A catheter inserted 
into a hole in her chest dripped 
drugs into her body. Her blond 
hair fell out in pat^cs, and her 
. angular 5-foot 8-inch, 130-pound 
body became bloated from all 
the drugs she was taking. 


Only once did she doubt she 
-w-ouid-iiw- the day she couldn’t — 
bring herself to inject drugs into 
her stomach one more time. 

"I couldn't take it because I 
knew I was going to Uirow up in 
an hour. I knew hotv sick it was 
going to make me. But that day 
also made me realize that if I 
didn't make it. it would be 
because I didn’t take the drugs. 

“It's a big game with your 
mind. No ope is forcing you to 
lake Uic drugs. In the end, it was 
the biggest lesson I’ve ever 
learned - that at the end of the 
day. Tm responsible for myself.” 

When Gaudry finally began 
feeling better, after two years of 
treatment,' she decided to treat 
herself to an eight-day bicycle 
ride across 400 miles of Austria 
with friends. 

It would be like a stroll in the 
park for her today, but it was a 
long way for someone who had 
never done mudi atlilcticaUy. 

“I was so tired, but I absolutely 
loved it,” she said. “I had been 
working real hard all my life and 
studying. And I had laid around 
for two whole years. 1 was ready ' 
to get outside with my friends 
and do something social.” 

Gaudry fell in love with bicy- 
cling. A couple of ycars'laicr, in 
1994, she took up racing. 

Now, she races part of the year. 
She spends the rest of the year 
with her husband at home in 
Australia, where she works port 
lime fora personnel research ' 
company, analyzing-working ' 
habits and stress levels.

Sion, gets 2006 Olympics — thanks to anti-Swiss sentiment 


Turin upsets 

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) - The 
Italian city of Turin won the 2006 Winter 
Games on Saturday, beating favored Sion 
in an anti-Swiss backlash brouglit on by 
the Olympics’ worst scandal. 

Turin won 53-36 in a secret ballot by 
the International Olympic Committee, 
die first selection of a liost diy since the 
Salt Lake City bribery scandal. 

Tlie lopsided result reflected the deep 
resentment toward Marc Hodler, the 
Swiss IOC member who blew the whistle 
on Olympic corruption in December, 


“This played a big role," Sion bid offi- 
cial Raymond Lorctan said. “It was a 
main strategy used by our opponents." 

The Swiss delegation said it would 
demand an explanation from the IOC. 

“We had the best file and we had the 
best presentation,” Lorctan said. 

The Italian delegation broke into 
diecrs as Uic dedsion-was announced. 

"For us it was only a dream, now it’s a 
reality,” Turin --Mayor Valentino 
CastcUoni told die assembly. “It's liard to 
be convinced to be completely awake." 


Turin bid chief Evelina Cristillin 
beamed and made a ihumbs-up sign to 
supporters in the hall os she took a scat 
at the lop tabic to sign the host diy con- 
tract. 

The vote was announced about 7:30 
a.m. in Turin, where the streets were 
deserted on a rainy Saturday morning. 

Four other candidates in the all- 
European -race were eliminated earli- 
er wlicn a special panel reduced (he 
field: Helsinki, Finland; Klagcnfurt, 
Austria; Poprad-Tairy, Slovakia; and 


Zakopane, Poland. 

The 2006 race was dominated by the 
fallout from the vote-buying schndal 
whldi broke six months ago surrounding 
Sail Lake’s winning bid_for the 2002 
Games. 

Tliif'scandal plunged the IOC into the 
biggest crisis of its 105-year history, lead- 
ing to the ouster of 10 members and 
prompting changc-s in the bid and selec- 
tion process for 2006. 

The race came down to a contest 
between two sharply different candi- 


dates Sion, a provincial capital of 
26,000 in .the heart of tlie Swiss Alps, and 
Turin, the nortliem Italian industrial city 
of 2.2 million. 

Turin, making its first bid, will bring 
the Winter Olympics to Italy for tlie first 
time since the 1956 Games in Cortina 
D’Ampezzo. 

The result marked tlie third defeat for, 
Sion, which failed in previous bids for 
the 1976 and 2002 Winter Game.s. Tiio 
last time Switzerland staged the games' 
was in 1948 in St. Moritz.

DIVX matched only several of 
DVD's viewing benefits but 
included a huge dcmerit:-a 
scheme in which consumers 
would buy a disk and then pay 
about $4.50 for the right to view

But what docs the cfflpk>)*cc do

Such a Hnding would 
force the company to behave bel- 
ter or face a nonstop barrage of 
civil antitrust cases (and it’s 
already in court with several 
apart from the governments’ 
suit). 

Eubanks and some other 
Microsoft defenders frame the 
debate in a way that at least has 
some intellectual juice. They 
acknowledge the Windows 
monopoly, noting the -real bene- 
fits of standards, but say new 
technologies inevitably under- 
mine the dominance; consumers 
therefore have little to worry 
about in the long run even as 
they're well-served in the short

“A seven-day average is much 
more accurate," Roth sold. 
“DHIA testers come out once a 
month and take two milk 
weights: But the automaiic sys- 
tern is much more accurate than 
that, with the seven-day aver- 
age." 

The milking system, giving con- 
trol of herds up to 2,8Q0 cows, 
begins with a scanner collar worn 
by ihc cow, called a transponder. 
Eacii cow’s transponder is coded 
exactly to a small computer-read 
mam^ment panel, colled a milk- 
Ing point controller (MFC) in tlic 
parlor stalls. When the cow 
enters the parlor, tlic lag is auto- 
matically read and each cow 
-identified individually. 

Rupert’s Whitesides Dairy 
herd manager Kevin Christian- 
sen points out that some systems 
include a pontd antenna for sepn- 
rate stalls, while others have 
entry and exit portals at each end 
of the parlor. 

"Our dairy cows have individ- 
ual ID togs," Christiansen said, 
explaining the cow collars. “ 
Then we have an antenna at cadi 
stall to identify Utat specific cow 
and her milking information.’' 

Once the cow is on die milker 
machine, thc'computcr-drivcn 
system measures significant 
information for dairy manage- 
ment. Although the systems vaiy 
in some ways, commonly coliixt- 
cd information includes milk 
yields, liow much time each cow 


is on the milker, what time of day 
die cow was milked and any devi- 
ations from her normal milldng. 

“We can pull up a low 
yield list off the' processor,” 
explained Roth. “ And we could 
look i)i 70 percent of her seven- 
day average. For instance, if she 
usually milked 100 pounds and 
■only >a^ilking4&-po‘undsfoHhai- 
doy, she’ll show up on the list 
that’s put out by the processor, 
and we can , take a look at why

Chapter 12; Option, not 
failure for many farmers 

Idaho’s Chapter 12 Bankruptcy 
Trustee Forest Hymas is a 
- shrewd businessman, by training 
and by instinct. Tltat's probably 
why he is so good at his job - - 
helping farmers reorganize their 
debt and save their farms. 

His business back^ound also 
makes him adamant in die belief., 
that filing Chapter 12 is a post- ; 
live acdon and nothing remotely 
reflective of failure. 

‘Tve had people sit in that 
chair and cry for two hours," 
Hymas said. Tiicy say, “‘Grandad 
■farmed. Dad formed, I foiled,’ but 
they have not failed. They're des- 
perate, frustrated, confused, 
evciyihing’s gone wrong. But the 
point of it is, they have not.foilcd. 
This is a second chance to save 
the estate." 

Hymas said there’s a lot of mis- 
understanding concerning the 
different bankruptcy chapters. 
Chapter 12 is not a bailout, not a 
liquidation: it’s a way to stay in 
business while working on ii 
repayment plan. 

“There’s always options, and 
people get a Hide desperate, they 
forget dicrc arc opdons,” Hymas 
said. “Bankruptcy is on opdoh.” 

And it's strictly guided by 
bankruptcy laws, some rcsuldng 
from die agricultural crisis of the 
mid-1980s. It was in 198G that 
Congress passed Chapter 12 leg- 
islation as a mechanism to pre- 
serve agriculture and save the 
family farm, Hymas said. 

“The essence of business i;; 
risk, Dgriculmrc faces a bundi bf 
diem," he said. “And God bless 
people who take risks because 
that's what's made America 
great. I have a lot of respect for 
people in agriculture." 

“Right now, agriculture is in a 


crunch," Hymas added. 

"Normally in . agriculture 
dicrc's one cron that’s up - that’s 
why farmers ire'’ diversified. • 
Rjglti now all crops arc flat.” '

Monsanto has accused 
hundreds of farmers of . replanti- 
ng the company's patented, genc- 
altcrcd seeds in violation of a 
ihrcc-ycar-old rule that farmers 
buy seed fresh every year. , 
Monsanto officials say ihc compa- .

replant" policy to recoup the mil- 
lions of dollars spent developing . 
die seeds. Monsanto c.stimatcs it 
takes 10 years and about $300 
million lo create commercial 
products like Roundup Ready 
soybeans and Bt com.

What if you didn't start saving 
until late in Ufe? What makes a 
life satisfying, anyway? 

Wc went to McKenzie - whd 
grew up an orphan, got on educa- 
tion, is raising a family, and has 

saved a million dallars.-.for.somc 

answers. 

'money for savings. Can I still 
build a fortune by only saving 
$25 a month? 

A: Yes - you can do it even on 
525 a month. It means that a per- 
son earning the minimum wage 
would only be saving 2.8 percent 
of his or her income. A person 
earning tho average American 
wage would only need to save 1 
percent. We suggest that most 
Americans can do far better than 
that- with relative case. 

A person saving and investing 
such a meager sum from age 18 
would still have more than 
$185,000 in net worth at retire- 
ment more than 1 112 times the 
net worth of today’s typical 
American retiree. 

Q. How long is this going to 
take? My entire life? 

A. Very little can be built 
ovemi^t, and this certainly goes 
for building a respectable net 
worth. The longer you wait

One survey showed that refur- 
bishing your home is the fifth- 
most stressful thing Americans 
dread - just behind divorce, death 
of a lov^ one and gisang a speech 
to a bunch of strangers. 

And yet home remodeling - do- 
it-yourself and contracted - is a 
S14 billion annual business in 
America, and homeowners spend 
an average of S8.000 per proje«. 
More than half of that is equity- 
financed. 

Summer is the high-season for 
home renovation - and season is 
the appropr i ate word: It's often an 
ordeaL 

"Many people are taken aback 
by the dust, din and disruption 
caused by a remodeling jol^” said 
Tom Philhin, a New York builder 
and author of "Now to Hire a 
Home Contractor Without 
Getting Chiseled” (St. Martin 
GriHin, S1755). “When old stuff 
is taken out - tubs removed or 
walls or ceUings taken down - a 
loc of trash is created, but also a 
great deal of dirt and dirt.” 

Priority one is making sure that 
you and your spouse - and your 
contractor, if you’re using one - 
are oo the same page. 

"As imponant as a contract 
may be, your biggest asset is your 
good relationship with your con- 
tractor,” said Steve Thomas, 
author of the "This Old House” 
series of home improvement man- 


Do-it-youesdfers can save up to 
25 perc en t oH the cost of hiring a 
coarractor, Thomas says, but even 
home-handymen need to build in 
a conringency fund. 

"You should plan your own con- 
ringeocy of 2S to 30 percent, as 
projects tend to get bigger once 
under way, not smaller."

Unless you’re in a truly “hot" market 
area; you need to go through some preiimi- 
caries — an/t perhaps m.-it><« repairs — to get 
your house in condition to command top dol- 
lar when you seQ it Forget the advice about 
stage-maruging the aroma of cookies or 
bread to allure buyers, says Kenneth Austin, 
rhainn.in of the Kous^Iaser home inspcc- 
tioa chain, “It wonY work if your home has 
aouUing proUcots. 

"A home owner who wants or needs to sell 
a home fast should consider thc faaors that 
win make thc house aiuitivc to potential 
Iwyers." he says. r’What we’re talking about 
ts making your house a good ’deal* — one 
that doesaY necessarily come from a quick 
coat of paint in the living room or new hard- 
ware on thc Idtcben cabinets, but rather 
with a fair market price based on the home’s 


Look at youf home through a buyer’s 
Qcs, he advises. Perhaps you’ve learned to 
live with your leaky shower. Or sinro you 
come in through the garage or side do^. you 
may not often think about tlie peeling paint, 
loose guttdr, or crumbling walkway that 
leads to the front door. 

“This may not seem like a big deal to 
someone who has bved in a home for twen- 
ty-plus years, but it can be a real turnoff to 
the buyer who is about to shell out a quar- 
(cr-of-o-million dollars.!' 

(kiting an unbiased appraisal by a profes- 
sional home inspeaor can give you a handle 
on Uic pluses and minuses of your property 
and let you set a realistic price that will 
inspire a Quicker sale. 

“You'll also have the opportunity to 
repair anything major, eliminating the 
chimcc liiat thc buyer will uncover it later 
on at a more critical lime in the deal,” 
Austin says. 


“Since thc inspection also give you thc 
option of adjusting the price according to

:it gives the seller more options than just' 
waiting for a buyer’s home inspection to 
raise thc issue of doridenccs.” 

Austin lists some of the biggest turnoffs to 
potential buycis; 

• Poor physical appearance, including 
dirty, peeling paint, loose railings at thc 
front door, broken doorbeU, unkempt bwn 
and landscaping, cracked or loose bricks, 
driveway or steps. Dirty dishes in the sink 
and unwaslicd windows also turn off buy^ 
"if your house looks unloved, you moke it 
difficult for someone else to love it" 

• Obvious plumbing problems. A dark 
brown stain on the ceiling of thc room below 
your bathroom will alarm most buyers, csun 
if thc original problem has been fixed. 
Neglected bathiwms with tracked, stained 
or loose tiles, mildew, crunchy floors, low 


water pressure, old, aadted or chipped fxx- 
tufes, loose toilets, bathtub rot aod d rip py ; 
faucets will have ^e buyer Iqcddng else- 
■ whore. 

• Water in the basement. Any signs of 
water or wet in the basement — wmer marks 
on thc walls, dank, musty odiors and mildew 
will trouble a buyer. 

• Dingy Iduhens. Dirty appliances, loose - 
handles, missing co m ponaus of appliances, 
worn countenops; old siained sinks; poor 
flooring and bad lighting make a poor 
impression about one of thc most-used 
rooms of the house. 

• A chilly house. A cold house in early 
spring will make poiatial buyers itninier- 
ested in the property. Either yeur ihenno- 
sat is too low, or the healing n-ston has a 
problem. The same goes for a house that’s 
too hot in the summer— particularly in hoi- 
weather climates where cotding sysfaas are 
a key eksnent in any bouse.

Imagine, he said, if a little girl 
walked out of her parents’ bed- 
room wearing her father’s doihcs 
— tic, shoes, hat. Most parents 
would consider the sight irre- 
sistibly cute, and probably take 
photographs, Kindlon pointed 
out. 

But consider if a young boy did 
the same thing, but this time 
dressed in his mother’s clothes. 
Kindlon’s assessment that the 
reaction from most parents would 
probably be a little less than 
enthusiastic struck a nerve with 
his audience yesterday, as most 
shook their heads in agreement, 
or offered knowing' chuckles. 

The cxaihpic was meant to 
illustrate how boys arc trained to 
be tough and stoic, while girls arc 
allowed to keep tlicir emotional 
spouts open. The result is young 


boys who arc helpless when it 
comes to dealing with emotions, a 
frightening prospect for society 
and the kiJs^themscIvcs that 
oficn.rcsults in violence, he said. 

“Boys get to the point where 
they're overwhelmed by emotion 
... and they con’t.Iiandlc it," he 
said. “And they only have one 
outlet.” 

Kindlon has recently co- 
authored a bestseller titled 
“Raising Cain; Protecting the 
Emotionai Life of Boys.” 

He holds- joint assistant profc.s- 
sorships in the psydiiatry depart- 
ment of the Harvard Medical 
School and the dcparimcnt of 
maternal and child health care at 
the Harvard School of Public 
Health. His audience yesterday 
induded teachers, school admin- 
istrators and public and mental .. 
health experts. 

The specter of recent school 
shootings in Littleton, Colo.; 
Conyers, Ga., and other cities 
throughout the country was a 
backdrop to Kindlon’s spccdi. He 


said teachers and parents should 
use the focus now being placed 
on stemming school violence as 
an opportunity to implement 
change. 

He said he htis seen boys who 
have begun to travel the path 
that led the two shooters at 
Columbine Higli to violence. But 
in sessions where the boys were 
taught to dissect their emotions 
and explain how they felt, they 
became comfortable with sodety 
again, he said. 

Kindlon also said studies into 
why boys commit violence should 
be focused more on their social- 
ization than tlicir biological 
makeup. He cited a study that 
showed boys who achieve the 
most in school often have liighcr 
levels of testosterone, a hormone 
responsible for development. of . 
male secondary sex characteris- 
tics, than those who arc often in 
trouble. 

He also said the focus should 
be on socialization because that’s 
the area that can be changed.

I1ic travel industries arc boom- 
ing. Airlines sold a record S46 mil- 
lion tickets last year. Wc may be 
traveling more, but according to 
the American Automobile 
Association, we're taking shorter 
trips: In the past decade, the aver- 
age vacation has dwindled from 
four days to three. Janie Graziani, 
public relations manager for AAA, 
declares the two-week vacation 
dead. Too many of us fear slaying 
aw-ay from work too long, she says. 

Many observers attribute all of 
tills to the new information econo- 
my and its accelerating, global 
demands. Tlicrc may be something 
to that: American workers’ produc- 
tirity the post decade bas been the 
envy of tlic yvorld, a chief source of 
our economic good times. But 
while business executive stock 
- compensation is off the charts, 
employee salaric.s'and vacation 
times have remained comparative- 


ly unchanged. 

Accordingly, workplace pressure 
has raiclicicd up. Wc’rc working 
harder at a faster pace - and with 
low unemployment, there seems to 
be no one with the right training 
who can'bc hired to help us out. 

Not surprisingly, many people 
“have the false notion that drop- 
ping out of the rat race for a few 
weeks is going to impair their abil- 
ity to keep up,” says Jeff 
Davidson, author of “The Joy of 
Simple Living" (Rodale, $27.95). - 
“The irony is that no one con keep 
up." 

But turning vacations into more 
work is actually a inulitun in this 
country: it’s not just a develop- 
ment of the *905. In her new study. 
“Working at Play: A History of 
Vacation in the United Stales” 
(Oxford, $35), Cindy Aron, a histo- 
ry professor at the University of 
Virginia, argues that Americans 
liavc always looked askance at tak- 
ing time off: 

“There is something basic in our 
character that distrusts just ... 
goofing offrWe deride people as 
couch potatoes, lazy welfare 
dicats or the idle rich. Accurate or 


not, these images express a resent- 
ment toward anyone who isn’t 
punching the clock, sharing the 
burden, bustling toward that 
rcwiu'ding cerebral hemorrhage at 
the office.” 

“Working at Play” actually fol- 
lows two paths in chronicling 
Americans uneasy at play. The 
first is the history one might 
expect from the last 150 years. It’s 
the stoty of duuigc and expansion 
and new travel technologies as 
America ceased to be agri^iural 
and became urban. Wc built 
trains, cars and planes. The multi- 
billion-dollar vacation industry 
developed from resorts and out- 
door camps. 

Regular vacations spread from 
the rich to the white middle class. 
Only by the middle of this century 
were they begrudgingly awarded 
to immigrants or the working class. 

But the other story Aron found 
is one of long-standing consistency. 
The dilemmas about leisure and 
work that wc Americans wrestled 
with 150 years ago arc pretty 
much Ae ones we face today. If 
'woric our liv^ meaning, then 
what docs leisure do? Is there any

Fatherhood has changed over the ages

Long ago, there wasn’t a special 
day to thank fothers for all.ihc 
care they give their diildren. 

But even longer ago, anthropqlo- 
gists believe, fathers didn’t ^vc 
their cMdrcn any care at alL 
Fathers became dads sometime 
early in the evolution of humans, 
the standard theory goes, because 
feeding and protecting the kids 
helped their genes get passed on 
to hturc generations. The theory 
holds that men had a good idea 
which kids were theirs. 

But some experts now argue 
th at me n may not have been so 
ritreTEvCT'lbday,' they' point out," 
some cultures b^eve babies con 
have more than one father- every 
man who contributes sperm dur- 
ing a woman’s pregnancy is also ‘ 
considered a biological dad. 

..If. the earliest humans also . 
believed there were multiple 
dads, then scientists may have to 
develop a different rationale to 
explain the evolution of father- 
ho^ said Steven Bcckcrmon, on 
anthropologist at Penn State 
University in University Park. - 
“Tlic assumption that men octu- 
oUy adhere to the standard model 
just doesn’t hold true,” 
Bcckermon said. 

Bcckcinmn studies the Bari, an 

Indigenous' huntcr-gaUicrcr soa- 
cty in Venezuela. The Bari's main 
food is manioci or cassava, a 


starchy root that provides some, 
but not all, necessary nutrients. 
'The Bari depend on men to pro- 
vide fish and game, which have 
nutrients espedoUy important for 
growing children. 

Anihropologisis, of course, don’t 
know what early humans were 
like. But people like the Bari may 
be a good approximatioa 
“We study these people to help

might have happened,” said 
Kristen Hawkes, an onthropolo^st 
at the University of Utah in Salt 
Lake City.

about two-mirds nave sex witn .

When the babies are bom, the 
mothers name the men os the chil- 
dren's secondary fathers. These 
secondary fathers, along with the 
primary fathers, are expected to 
praridc flsh and gome to the chil- 
dren. 

It turns out that the arrai^e- 
mcni is beneficial for the kids, 
Bcckcrman and his colleagues 
have found. Only 64 percemiof 
children without secondary 
fathers live to age 15, compared 
with 80 percent of kids with sec- 
ondaiy fathers. 

And Bari women who lose a 
child ore more likely to take sec- 
-ondary fathers iniaterpregnan-- 
dcs. 

Bcckcrman says the idea that o 
child can have multiple fathers 
exists in at least 18 distinct cul- 
tures in South America, as well os 
others in New Guinea and in 
Indio. 

The widely accepted modd for 
how fathers started caring for 
tlicir fainilics has its roots in stud- 
ies of chimps, one of the dosc^ liv- 
ing relatives to human beings. 
Human ancestors, many sdentists 
believe, were similar to today’s 
chimps. 

Chimp fathers don't core for 
their young at olL And it wouldn't 
make mudt sense for tlwm to do 
so because tlicy probably don't 
know who their kids are. Female 
dumps mate with many males, so 


males can’t be sure whidi kids arc 
theirs. The earliest humans might 
have had the same arrangcmcnl. 

But as the human line evolved, 
certain changes may have cncour- 
0 ^x 1 males to hong around more. 
Newborn chimps arc further 
developed than newborn humans. 
So as newborns on die human line 
became more helpless, more 
parcntol care was needed to 
- ensure the babies’ survival. 

Another difference between 
chimps and humans is the fertility 
of females. Males can tell when 
female chimps arc fertile, and 
therefore need to be present only 
of those times. But with early 
“fcmalc humonsrwho-bcgan to 
“hide” their fertile periods, moles 
in theory did wcU to stay nearby to 
ward off other moles. Tliis became 
o better way of ensuring tliar tlicir 
own genes were passed on. In 
exchange for females’ fidelity, 
men would provide food for the 
families they knew were theirs. 

Bcckcrman suggests, however, 
that being certain of fatiterhood is 
not the only way to get your genes 
pused on. Ihc Bari may be doing 
it in a different manner. 

“The fact that you have this .sys- 
tem of secondary fatherhood 
doesn’t mean that people’s genetic 
interests are completely irrclc- 
vam," he said. Among tlic Bari, it 
may be that "all the people uru 
still serving their own genetic 
interests in at least some way.”

Out of misplaced love, mind you. 

Weak love is also afraid of 
making the child upset, afraid of 
hearing the diild yell cither “You 
don't love me!" or “I hate you!’’ 

Strong love, by contrast, is 
empowering, but the child may 
not like it. Tlic parent whose love 
is strong understands that chil- 
dren must learn certoin things 
the hard way, through lonely 
encounters with adversity ond b^ 
making mistakes. Strong love is 
there to protect, but realizes that 
adversity is not reason enough 
for protection. 

— Strong-love, halps-a child stand — 
on his own two feel. Weak love 
lets the child stand on Us feet. 
Strong love requires the child to 
lie in the beds he makes. Weak 
love lies in the child's beds. 
Suong love lets the child stew in 
his own juices. Weak love sictvs 
in the child’s juices. Strong love is 
supportive, but requires the child 
to fight his own battles.

And with that. Mom dismissed 
me with an imperious gesture 
like the Queen of England. 

On those occasions, she forced 
me to Icom tiiat I was capable of 
solving my own problems.

Marriage, widespread even 
among enslaved serfs, was 
allowed as early as 14 for boys 
and 12 for girls but averaged 
about 20 to 24 for men and 14 to 
16 or later for women. A restrict- 
ed or fat-poor diet delays the 
onset of menstruation, which 
probably arrived about age 15 
for peasant girls in many 10th- 
century cultures. So it is not sur- 
prising that average age at mar- 
riage was considerably older 
than the official ecclesiastical 
minimum. 

The wedding ceremony, 
chough usually blessed by a 
priest, would have been local 
and secular.

What to do when parents can’t cope 


PROVIDENCE. R.I. - For 
Merilyn do Vos. the moment 
came the day her mother was 
found uncoascioiLs in her apart- 
ment. bleeding internally from 
ulcers so severe she needed six 
units of blood. 

For Barbara Scott, the most 
telling sign was that her mother 
forgot how to use the television 
remote control. 

For jeri Bclisle, it all started 
when her mother came to spend 
the winter because she was 
dependent on oxygen and 
feared pttwer outages. 

These three women, in differ- 
ent ways, reached a crossroads 
that nearly everyone faces one 
day or another - the moment 
when you realize your parent 
can no longer manage alone. 

Sometimes the burden accu- 
mulates gradually, as your par- 
ent’s needs grow bit by bit. 
Sometimes it crashes down amid 
a crisis. But after it happens, for 
better or worse, your life will 
change dramatically. And 
though the financial and logisti- 
cal travails of arranging for care 
can be daunting, at limes they 
are dwarfed by the emotional 
issues. 

“We don’t have a word for it. 
but it’s a whole new life cycle," 
says Kathleen \L McKeon, asso- 
ciate director of the Rhode 
Island Department of Elderly 
Affairs. There’s no Dr. Benjamin 
Spock for those who are taking 
care of their parents, McKcon 
say-s. no authority to guide peo- 
ple thrown into this new role. 


which resembles parenting yet 
is different in so many ways. 

• "We’re on aging society, ? says 
Sandra Romano, the lead wcial 
worker for home care at the 
Roger Williams Medical Center 
in Providence. “There will be 
more and more people in their 
80s and 90s. Yet Wc are not 
equipped as a society to deal 
with that. Wc need to teacli each 
other what to do.” 

Tlie first lesson often involves 
learning when it's time to inter- 
vene - and how to do so diplo- 
matically.
